Assembly  Passes  Law 
Accepting  ACG  Bill 


ASBYU  Assembly  met  Monday 
evening  and  passed  Assembly  Bill 
seven,  to  accept  the  Associated  Stu- 
dent Governments  of  the  United 
States  of  America. 

The  ASG  is  a National  organiza- 
tion of  about  150  Universities  ac- 
cording to  Bob  Christiansen  AS- 
BYU student  body  president  who 
represented  BYU  at  the  1965  con- 
vention. 

The  purpose  of  the  ASG  conven- 
tion was  to  “provide  strength  for 
student  Government  throughout  the 
world”  said  Christiansen  who  intro- 
duced the  Bill  to  the  Assembly. 
“The  sincerity  of  the  conference 
was  very  impressive”;  a lot  was 
accomplished  and  it  was  well  or- 
ganized on  the  campus  of  Purdue 
University.  It  will  be  an  advantage 
for  BYU  to  associate  with  a Na- 
tional organization  and  learn  how 
to  improve  Student  Government. 

The  Assembly  accepted  the  Bill 
and  it  was  passed  in  favor  of  the 
Constitutiion. 

The  Act  accepted  reads  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1 That  the  Associated

PRESIDENT  WILKINSON  was 
the  recipient  of  the  George  Wash- 
ington Medal  of  the  Freedoms 
Foundation  in  1961.

“Requiem”  (Mass  for  the  Dead), 
by  the  Russian  composer  Antonin 
Dvorak,  will  be  performed  Wednes- 
day and  Thursday  at  8:15  p.m.  in 
the  Concert  Hall  of  the  Harris  Fine 
Arts  Center.

Conducting  the  BYU  Oratorio 
Choir  and  Symphony  Orchestra  will 
be  Dr.  John  R.  Halliday  and  Dr. 
Crawford  Gates. 

ACCORDING  TO  Dr.  Halliday, 
Dvorak’s  Requiem  has  achieved 
similar  success  as  his  Mass  in  D 
Major.  The  Requiem'  was  begun  on 
New  Years’  Day  in  1890. 

Dvorak  continued  work  on  Part 
I of  the  Requiem  while  filling  en- 
gagements in  Moscow,  Petrograd, 
London  and  Cologne.  Sketches  of 
the  second  part  of  the  work  were 
made  between  May  and  July,  1890, 
at  his  summer  cottage  in  Vysoka, 
and  the  whole  score  was  completed 
on  Oct.  31.  1890,  in  Prague. 

THE  WORLD  premiere  of  this 
work  took  place  at  the  Birming- 
ham Musical  Festival,  on  Oct.  9, 
1891,  with  the  composer  conducting, 
said  Halliday.  Numerous  repeat 
performances  followed  in  many 
European  cities. 

The  monumental  breadth  and  su- 
stained power  of  the  Requiem,  the 
balance  achieved  between  the 
thought-content  and  its  musical  ex- 
pression, the  mastery  of  form  and 
the  imaginative  use  of  tone-color 
in  the  scoring  make  it  rewarding 
work  for  the  listener,  explained 
Halliday. 


Failure  to  become  involved  in 
civic  responsibilities  was  cited  by 
the  lawyer-educator  as  the  first 
failure  of  modem  society.  He  listed 
breakdown  in  law  enforcement,  a 
cynical  attitude  toward  patriots 
and  patriotism,  the  worship  of 
government,  and  desertion  of  old- 
fashioned  virtues  as  ills  of  our  soc- 
iety. 

"WE  CAN  BEGIN  with  stricter 
discipline  in  the  schools,”  he  said. 
The  greater  percentage  of  crime  in 
the  natiwi  is  perpetrated  by  youths 
who  have  learned  disrespect  in  the 
environments  of  their  adolescent 
yeare.” 

He  compared  the  current  trends 
with  the  decay  of  past  civiliza- 
tions and  asserted,  “Modern  man 
finds  himself  becoming  softer  in 
both  physical  and  moral  fibre.  He 
too  often  develops  a vast  contempt 
for  work,  wanting  a 6-hour  day, 
payment  of  his  medical  bills,  his 
housing  and  his  education.’ 

POINTING  TO  the  corrupting  in- 
fluence of  artificial  and  easy  envir- 
onment of  urban  life,  he  charg^, 
“Government  falsely  tells  a man 
he  is  the  equal  of  all  other  men, 
and  science  tells  him  that  he  is 
becoming  totally  exempt  from  phy- 
sical labor.

Getting  away  from  the  more  my- 
sterious side  of  the  subject,  truth 
will  be  dealt  with  not  just  as  some- 
thing that  is  discovered  in  the  lab- 
oratory, but  as  a realistic  factor 
in  the  everyday  life  of  college  stu- 
dents, said  Southam. 

WOMEN  STUDENTS  are  encour- 
aged and  invited  to  attend,  he  said. 


The  program  provides  supple- 
mentary instruction  for  more  ef- 
ficient learning.  Crooks  empha- 
sized the  value  of  tutoring  for  ev- 
ery student  as  a means  of  getting 
the  most  value  from  his  college 
courses. 


"THIS  IS  DONE,"  he  advised, 
“by  providing  effective  learning 
sitations  and  competent  tutors.” 

Kenneth  Carter  ,a  representative 
from  Academic  Standards  in  the 
tutoring  program,  reports  that  a 
poll  taken  by  his  department  indi- 
cated that  83  per  cent  of  the  stu- 
dents receiving  tutoring  said  that 
it  was  helpful  in  developing  a com- 
mand of  the  subject. 


OVER  50  per  cent  developed  bet- 
ter study  skills  because  of  tutoring, 
Carter  said.  He  pointed  out  that 
while  the  tutoring  program  provid- 
ed in-service  training,  each  tutor 
was  hired  by  the  university  and 
cleared  by  Academic  Standards. 

“An  advantage  to  the  costs  of 
the  instruction,”  said  Mr.  Crooks, 
“is  that  students  may  share  the 
cost  of  a tutor  and  greatly  reduce 
the  individual  expense.” 


THIS  REDUCTION,  for  example, 
would  enable  ten  students  to  re- 
ceive an  hour  of  graduate  instruc- 
tion for  twenty-five  cents  each.

With  Wandering  Awe

A recent  Daily  Universe  editorial  suggested  that  BYU 
faculty  ought  to  be  allowed  tlieir  present  parking  privileges, 
as  this  is  one  of  the  few  things  they  receive  to  supplement 
their  salaries. 

Now  this  is  wonderful,  but  with  universities  all  over  the 
nation  offering  higher  salaries,  we  must  meet  the  challenge 
and  give  our  teachers  more  than  parking  privileges. 

Since  money  is  too  expensive  we  should  award  our  faculty 
more  fringe  benefits. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  semester  faculty  members  ought 
to  receive  a booklet  of  coupons.

He  would  simply  stroll  over  to  the  student  parking  lot, 
tear  three  coupons  from  his  booklet  and  stick  them  to  the 
windshield  of  any  car  which  took  his  fancy. 

As  long  as  the  stickers  remained  on  the  windshield— 
and  were  properly  dated— no  one  could  say  a thing  as  he  roar- 
ed aross  campus  lawns. 

IF  IN  THE  course  of  his  lawn-tearing  escapade,  he  maim- 
ed a student,  the  teacher  would  then  be  required  to  im- 
mediately stop  and  affix  four  coupons  across  the  unfortun- 
ate’s brow. 

If  the  unfoi-tunate  happened  to  be  the  owner  of  the  vehi- 
cle, with  a bona-fide  activity  card,  five  coupons  would  be  re- 
quired. 

BESIDES  GIVING  teachers  a chance  to  vent  their  wrath, 
coupons  could  be  used  to  obtain  football  seats,  to  insure  that 
tracers  were  sent  on  orders  of  more  than  six  months  in  the 
bookstore  and  to  obtain  fresh  cream  pie  in  the  cafeteria. 

Extra  coupons  would  be  issued  to  teachers — much  like 
the  Book  of  the  Month  club  credits  members  who  persuade 
others  to  join. 

In  our  case,  bonus  coupons  would  be  given  to  BYU  faculty 
who  succeeded  in  enticing  Harvard  and  Yale  deans  to  teach 
at  the  “Y”. 

However,  coupons  would  be  taken  away  should  a profess- 
or talk  a Utah  State  or  U of  U teacher  into  coming  here. 

It  can  be  seen  that  if  this  coupon  concept  were  put  in 
practice,  any  brain  drain  which  this  campus  is  suffering 
would  immediately  stop.  And  before  long  the  world’s  best 
scholars  would  be  vying  for  permission  to  teach  here. 

There  is  only  drawback — when  the  studentbody  officers 
see  what  fun  teachers  are  having,  they  might  demand  that 
they  too  receive  coupons.

Record  Released  Depicting  Trek 


The  saga  of  the  Mormon  trek 
west  and  colonization  of  Utah  has 
just  been  published  by  Columbia 
Records  in  a combined  literary- 
musical  album. 

ENTITLED  “The  Mormon  Pione- 
ers,” the  work  contains  an  LP  re- 
cord with  the  musical  account  of 
Mormon  folksongs  and  a 48-page 
album  of  excerpts  from  diaries, 
pictures,  maps  letters  and  articles 
in  one  volume. 

Folklore  consultant  for  the  work 
was  Thomas  E.  Cheney,  professor 
of  English  at  BYU.  As  advisor  he 


furnished  Columbia  with  words  and 
lead-line  music  for  the  songs,  the 
majority  of  which  are  from  his  own 
collection. 

THE  MAJOR  historical  account 
was  written  by  Dr.  LeRoy  R. 
Hafen,  professor  of  history  at  BYU. 

The  producer  of  the  record,  God- 
dard Lieberson,  president  of  Colum- 
bia Records,  has  dedicated  the 
work  to  David  0.  McKay,  president 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints. 

THE  ALBUM  contains  an  intro- 
duction by  Mr.  Lieberson;  “The

Birth  of  the  Mormon  Church,”  by 
Carl  Carmer,  author  and  poet; 
“The  Mormons  on  the  Frontier”  by 
Dr.  LeRoy  R.  Hafen,  professor  of 
history  at  BYU;  the  early  history, 
persecutions  and  flight,  the  long 
trek  west,  building  of  Salt  Lake 
City,  immigrants  from  Europe  up 
to  the  completion  of  the  railroad  in 
1869. 


There  are  also  excerpts  from 
diaries  written  on  the  trek,  notes 
on  the  music  by  Prof.  Cheney,  texts 
of  songs  and  authentic  photos, 
maps  and  engravings. 


THE  RECORD  gives  the  story  as 
the  Mormons  themselves  told  it  in 
letters  and  song  they  invented  and 
sang  around  campfires  and  at 
Church  meetings.  It  presents  choral 
arrangements  of  folk  songs  such  as 
“The  Handcart  Song,”  and  “The 
Ox-Team  Trail.”
